A. la every factory handling military orders , a voyen pred (military represen- 
tative) controls the type and quality of production on such orders* The 
director of 'the factory is not sutfeorixed to receive and process military 
orders witdsxct the signature of the voyen pred . An arbitrary example nay 
illustrate the procedure of ailita^ qaartermaster of 

Twelfth Cavalry Division orders harness for the horses of the division. For 
this purpose, he has to cfotaia the permission of the commanding -general of 
hi® military district • With the authorised order' form, he goes to tb* factory 
maaufaeturing harnesses and hands the order to the factory director „ who taros 
it over to the voyen pred at the factory (probably a company grade officer, 
perhaps a ma jor) . The voyen pred may countersign the order to indicate ac- 
ceptance. Alternately/ he may refuse to accept the order; in the latter case, 
he must cite reasons for his action to the commanding general of the military 
district governing the ordering unit and request further instruetiems . la 
most case*; , the voyen pred is a quartermaster specialist -well train-si in 
supervising the production of good® for which he is responsible; the voyen 
pred in a shoe factory is likely to be a specialist in shoe production etc. 

The Armed Forces own and operate a large nusfber of plants, of which— 

curiously enough-— do not limit themselves to purely military constraertioii. 

Thus, mil shipbuilding and aircraft factories are under complete Milter? 
direction. The same can be said of a large mariber of steel and aHrt&llmvgieaX 
plants. The cuEsecrtion with the military may be overt and accounted for in 
the national budget. In other cases, the plant may be outwardly under civilian 
control but actually operating under military ownership. Under indirect and 
secret Mlitary operation of a plant, ibis sometime© easier to camouflage the 
nature of the end products and their use and to charge mm^acturing coats to 
civilian agencies, thus artificially reducing the military items in the 
national budget . I understand that all tractor plants acre under such covert 
military control. The working force of military plants consists exclusively 
of civilianB . In addition to the director, each military plant baa a voyen 
pred who ac cepts orders from mili tary units. Among the purely military

paragraph 1 above/; Bfarksiat, a leather plant; and Radishehev, a factory 
which processes leather produced at the Marks 1st plant. The purely military 
nature of such ente r p rise® is so m et imes obscured by the fact that they may 
sell by-products on the civilian market „ Thus, Krasny Votoik, thick mamuf&e - 
tures tents and parac hute s, uses odd pieces of material to make aprons for 
civilian use* In addition* to the purely military enterprises, up to 30 per 
cent of the *ciwilian" industrial establishments maimf acture goods fox mil- 
itary purposes* Often, these goods are identical with the civilian products. 

For example, Skorokhod, a big shoe factory in Leningrad, has different 
sections for the various types of production, but is not subdivided into 
military and civilian sections* It has a so-called OTK (section for tech- 
nical control), which represents the Armed Forces* On the basis of orders 
on hand, the voy en pred selects the highest quality products of a sect ion, 
e g soles, stamps them w 0TK tt , and thus earmarks them for ultimate delivery 
to military units. For an understanding of the military budget of the Uf;SR, 25X1 
it should be added that the Skorokhod factory charged 250 rubles for a pair 
of good boots sold on the civilian market whereas a military unit would pay seven 
rubles fsn the «™» boots. These figures, which were correct for the time 
nRYj I /July 19*#, show tow military expenditures are buried 

even at low levels and demonstrate how impossible it is to determine the 
percentage of military production relative to overall production in the 
USSR on the basis of cost.
